What a “wash-out” the CIO meet- 
ing was in San Jose the other 
night. 

The “red” raiders called a north- 
ern California meeting for building 
and construction workers in San 
Jose. Thinking they neededa large 
place they chose the auditorium. 

But what a disappointment to the 
CIO leaders when they had to move 
to hall B when only 29 delegates 
showed up. 

The meeting was presided over 
by a certain known radical. Here’s 
the response they got: One dele- 
gate from Stockton, one from Los 
Angeles, five from Contra Costa 
county and 20 visitors from Santa 
Clara county, including the presi- 
dent and secretary. 

The CIO gang from Contra Costa 
county wanted to know how come! 
Pretty pictures were painted for 
them by Pat Chambers, that all 
work in Santa Clara county was 
under the supervision of the CIO 
. .. but like everything else the 
CIO does, it was only a “prettily 
painted picture.” 

The meeting got under way 
at 4 p. m. and it was so exciting it 
adjourned at 11 p. m. with nothing 
accomplished but a trip paid for by 
the rank and file of the CIO. 

Not one application for member- 
ship’ was received. Let me repeat 
that: NOT ONE APPLICATION 
FOR MEMBERSHIP WAS RE- 
CEIVED. 

The two CIO organizers, called 
to the meeting from Oregon, J. 
Mitchell and a Mr. Rouse, were so 
astonished they almost left before 
the meeting started. 

From 4 to 11 p. m. all the CIO 
boys could do or even think of was 
to villify the A. F. of L. leaders— 
how they dressed so well and drove 
good automobiles while they, the 
CIO poor boys, had to buy second 
hand clothes and ride in old broken 
down autos, 

(Note: Maybe if they would quit 
cutting wages they’d have more 
money for better things.) 

Several embarassing questions 
were asked on the six-hour working 
day that made Mr. Chambers stut- 
ter trying to answer. (The CIO is 
willing to work 8 hours where the

After four weeks of strike the 
Brotherhood of Teamsters’ Union, 
Local No. 70, voted Wednesday 
night (too late for the results to 
be published in the Journal due to 
the holiday) on the new proposal 
submitted by the strategy commit- 
tee.

PLENTY OF MEN 
FOR SHIPYARDS 
SAYS AL WYNN 


Hundreds of Men Available 
When Needed, Secretary 
Of Metal Trades Reports 


Uncle Sam’s_ shipbuilding pro- 
gram will not be retarded by lack 
of skilled mechanics, said Al T. 
Wynn, secretary of the bay cities 
metal trades council today. 

Wynn made the statement in an- 
swer to repeated rumors that the 
federal national defense plans 
might face a shortage of compe- 
tent workers, particularly in navy 
and private shipyards. 

Practical abandonment of naval 
and commercial ship construction 
on the Pacific coast following the 
first world war forced many me- 
chanics trained in that industry to 
seek similar employment in other 
fields, Wynn said. 

Plenty of Men Available 

Hundreds of these men will be 
available when the federal program 
gets under way and the men are 
assured of steady employment, he 
added. They are not assured of this 
steady employment under present 
conditions. Mechanics regularly em- 
ployed in foundries and other metal 
manufacturing plants hesitate to 
quit to return to shipbuilding work. 

In addition, Wynn pointed to the 
fact that the former ban on men 
over 45 or 48 years of age is grad- 
ually being lifted by employers, 
making available hundreds of ca- 
pable workers, physically fit for 
work required, some of them as old 
as 60 years. These men will be 
available for important positions as 
foremen and assistant foremen and 
instructors for needed apprentices.

Facing the Facts 


What is behind all the political shennanigans between John L. Lewis 
and the republican party? Is the CIO leader riding in the GOP elephant 
train again, as he did before 1936? Why did he go out of his way to give 
Herbert Hoover the kiss of death? What was the purpose of his vicious 
attack on President Roosevelt, whose mind, he said, was in “full intel- 
lectual retreat”? 

These questions are far from fathomless. They have a common answer 
—strategy. And the strategy is obvious to anyone who wants to go to the 
trouble of subjecting it to analysis. 

We took the trouble, not because it makes much difference where 
Lewis lands politically, but because it may interest puzzled CIO and A. 
F. of L. members to learn the cheap, disloyal, treacherous political game 
the leader of the CIO is playing. 

Lewis didn’t sell out to the republican party, nor was he seduced. He 
didn’t because he had nothing to sell and he wasn’t because he has no 
attractions to offer. He himself admitted during his appearance before 
the republican resolutions committee that he doesn’t control a single 
vote. Never was a truer work spoken. Lewis cannot deliver a single 
vote to the republicans this year. They know it just as well as he. 

HIS BEST FRIENDS ARE TELLING HIM 

No, Lewis did not hold out an olive branch to the republicans. He held 
out a whip and he lashed them with it. He asserted the republicans had 
forfeited the confidence of labor. Lest the republicans feel too badly 
about this, he attacked Roosevelt and the new deal even more savagely. 

But the key to his strategy was contained in two sentences. “Some 
day,”’ he said, “the people will tire of being deceived and neglected by 
the major political parties.” A little later, after listing his platform de- 
mands, he interjected: 

“If neither of the political parties can live up to these requirements, 
both of them will lose the confidence of the people to a degree that they 
will not be able to function.” 
| There is the story. Lewis hopes and expects that both major political 
| parties will collapse under pressure of increasing national problems. He 
| hopes and expects that the entire American system will collapse. He is 
|impatiently awaiting that day just as Hitler did in Germany. When and 
\if “der tag’ comes, he will be ready to leap in and seize political control. 

That is why Lewis has sold himself into bondage to the communist 
party. That is why he has tried to lure the American youth congress, 


with PHILIP PEARL 


|the national negro congress, the Townsendites and other groups into his 
camp. 

And that is why Lewis has lost the confidence of the American people, 
including his own closest assistants and every CIO union that has a 


spark of patriotism. 
THE WOULD-BE DICTATOR 

When Lewis said President Roosevelt's mind was in “full intellectual 
retreat,” the Republicans cheered because they got the impression he 
meant Mr. Roosevelt was getting feeble-minded. Lewis meant nothing of 
the sort. His real meaning was that Roosevelt is retreating from the 
left. That is what irks the CIO dictator. 

For today Lewis is the leader of the left in this country. He slavishly 
follows the communist party line. He forces every CIO union that is 
dependent on him for bread and butter to follow the communist party 
line. 

This would-be dictator of America has never uttered a harsh word in 
condemnation of the dictators of Europe. He has never condemned 
Stalin or Hitler by name. He has never come out unequivocally for 
Americanism as against totalitarianism. 

Lewis knows it isn’t healthy to say it publicly yet but he believes in 
totaliarianism. He practices it in his own union. He has utter contempt 
for democracy. He shows that contempt by the way he runs the CIO. 

These statements on our part may be discounted by some as coming 
from a partial source. Well, we now have a convincing answer for the 
scoffers. Eli Oliver was executive director of labor’s non-partisan league 
ever since that organization became the political front for the CIO three 
years ago. The other day Oliver resigned. And this is the reason he 
gave—that the political policy of the league is now controlled by only 
an “infinitesimal minority, predominantly composed of individuals affil- 
iated with or following the leadership of organizations controlled from 
outside the United States, whose policies are fixed without reference to 
the needs of American labor.”

In the interests of national de 
fense, congress ruled that after! 
June 30 all WPA workers will have 
to swear allegiance to this country | 
and sign the following affidavit: 
“T do not and will not advocate 
or hold membership in any organi- 
zation that advocates the over-} 
throw of the government of the 
United States. 

“And further, that I am not an/| 
alien, nor a communist, nor a/| 
member of any nazi bund organi- 
zation, and that I will not become! 
a communist or a member of any 
nazi bund organization during any 
time I may be paid from funds ap- | 
propriated to the work projects ad- 
ministration.” 

Any relief worker who makes a 
false statement in these respects is 
liable to a $2,000 fine and two year’s 
imprisonment. 

The second bill passed by con- 
gress provides that within four 
months from the day it is signed 
by the president aliens must go to 
the nearest post office for registra- 
tion and fingerprinting under pen- 
alty of deportation for infraction 
of the regulations. 

The bill sets up drastic punish- 
ments for all types of subversive 
activities and for aliens who are 
convicted of carrying certain types 
of firearms. The measure prohibits 
the organization of groups advo- 
cating the overthrow of the goy- 
ernment by force or violence and 
likewise forbids any person to 
“knowingly or willingly advocate, 
abet, advise or teach the duty, ne- 
cessity, desirability or propriety of 
overthrowing or destroying any 
government in the United States 
by force or violence or by assassi- 
nation .. . or distribute or publicly 
display any written or printed mat- 
ter advocating . .. overthrow of 
the government.”

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Frey Takes Census 
Of Metal Workers 


To Find How Many 
Available for Defense Jobs 


An immediate census of all 
skilled metal trades workers to de- 
termine how many unemployed are 
available for work on the national 
defense program was announced by 
John P. Frey, president of the 
metal trades department of the A. 
F. of L. 


Representatives of all unions 
affiliated with the department, 
summoned into conference by Mr. 
Frey, agreed to conduct the survey 
with the aid of their local unions. 


It is expected that the census will 
supply vital data on how many 
craftsmen are unemployed, how 
many are working at other occupa- 
tions because jobs are unavailable 
in their trade, where these workers 
are located and which groups of 
them are adapted for retraining in 
other skills. 


Mr. Frey declared that the cen- 
sus will demonstrate that there are 
hundreds of thousands of skilled 
workers eager to go to work on 
national defense jobs and_ that 
there is no danger now or in the 
immediate future of labor short- 
ages. 

In a statement issued after the 
conference, Mr. Frey said: 


“Tt was the unanimous. convic- 
tion of these international unions 
that they should give every possible 
assistance to the rapid production 
of material for national defense. 
While their membership records in- 
dicate a large number of skilled 
mechanics now unemployed, or 
working at some other occupation, 
it was recognized that the require- 
ments for adequate national de- 
fense may, in the near future, make 
necessary the special training or 
retraining of skilled workers for 
some of the industries which will 
be engaged in the production of 
material the nation’s defense neces- 
sities require.” 

There are two _ well-established 
federal agencies which must play 
an active part, Mr. Frey said, the 
federal committee on apprentice 
training and the federal bureau for 
vocational education. 


“The purpose of the international 

unions constituting the metal 
trades department,” he continued, 
“will be to assist in the mainte- 
nance and further development of 
the genuine apprenticeship system 
as defined by the program, rules 
and regulations of the federal com- 
mittee on apprentice training, and 
to give every assistance to voca- 
tional education under the federal 
bureau for vocational education in 
the training of the lesser skilled 
to perform those operations which 
are so definite a feature of modern 
|mass production. 
“The international unions in the 
|metal trades department pledge the 
nation to give every assistance 
| within their power to place skilled 
workmen where they are required 
for national emergency production. 
In connection with these and all 
other trade union activities, the in- 
ternational unions will protect the 
right of labor to voluntarily organ- 
ize into trade unions, to bargain 
collectively with their employers, 
and to make use of those basic 
rights of all American citizens— 
freedom of speech, of the press, of 
assembly, and to voluntary collec- 
tive action for lawful purposes.”

Lewis Is Leader of “Fifth Column’: 


C10 Red-Controlled, Charges Stolberg 


John L. Lewis is the leader of the 
“fifth column” in the labor move- 
ment of America, Benjamin Stol- 
berg, labor writer, charged in an 
address before the Tamiment Fco- 
nomic and Social Institute, Camp 
Tamiment, Pa. 

“The congress of industrial or- 
ganizations has become the chief 
transmission belt in this country of 
the Stalinists,’ Mr. Stolberg said. 

He mentioned specifically the 


Women Play Important 
Part in Defense Roll 


The role of the woman worker 
in the defense program is now be- 
ing studied by the federal govern- 
ment through the women’s bureau 
of the department of labor, Secre- 
tary Perkins reported today in an- 
nouncing that Mary Anderson, di- 
rector of the women’s bureau, has 
set up a labor advisory committee 
of outstanding men and women at 
work in, or connected with, de- 
fense industries. 

The committee will advise with 
the bureau as to types of jobs in 
the expanded production program 
for which women are best fitted, 
and the employment conditions and 
policies necessary to guarantee the 
most effective use of women as a 


labor force without undermining | 


their welfare. 
“The women already invited 
to serve on the committee rep- 
resent hundreds of thousands 
of women in the key defense 
industries,” Miss Anderson said. 
“However, we plan to enlarge 
the committee by appointing 
additional women from other 
industries likely to be drawn 
into the program.” 


DEMAND THE UNION LABEL! 


CIO unions in the maritime, utili- 
ties, chemical, transportation, com- 
munication and aviation industries. 

“France was beaten before she 
ever started fighting because of the 
activities of her fifth column,” Mr. 
Stolberg said. “In the United States 
the danger of the fifth column is 
more imminent than many good 
people like to believe. 

“The cry of ‘hysteria’ against 
those who are raising their voices 
in warning is in itself part of the 
strategy of the fifth column, de- 
signed to lull the American people 
into a false sense of security.” 

Mr. Stolberg declared that “John 
L. Lewis is completely surrounded 
by Stalinist agents and stooges” 
and that “communists have been 
permitted to penetrate into many 
important new deal agencies in 
Washington.” 

“Mr. Lewis’ campaign for isola- 
tionism is in itself part of the com- 
munist line which he is slavishly 
following,” Mr. Stolberg declared. 

“Mr. Lewis may go even much 
further than some people believe. 
If the confusion prevailing in the 
country persists and ‘unless the 
fifth column and its agencies are 
exposed and eradicated, Mr. Lewis 
may go places, places to which dic- 
tators in other countries have led 
their peoples.” 

Strong criticism of employers 
who couple profiteering in the na- 
tion’s defense program with the 
demand that labor laws be scrapped 
was voiced by Robert J. Watt, in- 
ternational representative of the 
American Federation of Labor. 

After reiterating President Wil- 
liam Green’s pledge of full Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor co-opera- 
tion with the government’s defense 
plans, Mr. Watt said that industry 
as well as labor must be ready to 
make whatever sacrifices might be 


j necessary to the success of the de- 


fense policy.

LAW MUST BE 
ENFORCED 


California’s eight-hour law for 
women is to be rigidly enforced, H. 
C. Carrasco, state labor commis- 
sioner, announced today. 


“The state labor code prohibits 
the employment of women 


and forty-eight hours in one week, 
with certain minor exceptions. 


“We have received numerous 
complaints recently against op- 
erators of summer resorts, 
charging that women were re- 
quired to work longer than 
eight hours in one day. The re- 
ports also indicate violations of 
the weekly day of rest law 
which makes it unlawful for an 
employer to cause an employe 
to work more than six days in 
seven. 

“Violation of the eight-hour law 
for women is a misdemeanor, pun- 
ishable by a fine up to $250.00, im- 
prisonment up to sixty days, or 
both.”

Ruthless employers are using 
national defense as an excuse 
to knife labor standards, in de- 
fiance of President Roosevelt's 
assurances that labor's rights 
will be respected.

Coyne of the A. F. of L. building 
trades department. Complaints 
have come in from many local 
unions throughout the country, he 
said, that employers are seizing on 
the defense drive to whittle away 
labor's hard-won gains.

Blacklisting Workers Must End 


Matter Should Be Submitted to Legal 
Department, State Building Trades Council 


Recently there was submitted to the California State Building 
and Construction Trades Council an insurance company’s letter 
wherein they notified an employer not to re-employ a former 
employe who had suffered an industrial accident injury. 

Investigation discloses that certain California industrial acci- 
dent insurance carriers have prevented workmen who have suf- 
fered industrial injuries from thereafter securing employment. 
The legal department of the California State Building and Con- 
struction Trades Council is surveying the court decisions of the 
several states to determine the most effective way of dealing 
with such cases. 

It should be remembered that in addition to recourse to law, 
organized labor has the lawful right, if it becomes necessary so 
to do, to refuse to work for any employer who carries compen- 
sation insurance in an insurance company that blacklists injured 
workmen. 

Unjustifiable and illegal blacklisting of injured workmen must 
be stopped. 

If any local building trades or central labor council receives 
information concerning any such case, they are instructed to 
submit the facts to the legal department of the state building 
trades council. 

Blacklisting of workers by insurance companies must be 
stopped and stopped at once.

This entire 
case was handled by and under the 
supervision of Jack Reynolds, 
building trades council representa- 
tive, assisted by Fred Silverthorn, 
secretary of the central labor coun- 
cil, which undoubtedly explains the 
satisfactory results obtained. The 
seven box makers (former A. F. of 
lL. members) who turned traitor to 
the A. F. of L. were discharged by 
the company about a month ago 
and the department closed. 

In the paper makers’ case we 
feel that a certain laxity on the 
part of this international’s officers 
weakened their case to some de 
gree. It seems that too much trust

10,255,000 Still Idle 


Only 400,000 Added to Jobs 
During Spring Upturn, 
A. F. of L. Reports 


America’s jobless rolls have 
been reduced by over 400,000 
since the first of the year, but 
10,255,000 are still out of work, 
the American Federation of 
Labor estimated this week. 
The rate of increase in employ- 
ment has been below the usual 
rise during the spring of each 
year, the A. F. of L. declared.

Patrick E. Gorman, international 
president, in his report referred to 
the growth of the organization as 
having been the most phenomenal 
of any of the A. F. of L. affiliates. 


246 Federal Contracts 
Include 40-Hour Week 


The five-day 40-hour week, pre- 
vailing wage rates, extra pay for 
overtime and other improved work 
conditions were included in 246 
contracts, valued at $19,662,586 re- 
ported by 12 government agencies 
during the week ending June 15, 
according to the department of la- 
bor. The contracts were phrased 
in accordance with the provisions 
of the Walsh-Healey public con- 
tracts act, originally passed by 
congress through the influence of 
the American Federation of Labor.

Plumbers and Gas 
Fitters’ Notes

struction work. It might be well to 
add that there have been no real 
effects because a number of plumb- 
ing jobbing houses had signed up 
with the teamsters’ union immedi- 
ately on being notified that there 
was to be a change in their work- 
ing conditions. 


At the last regular meeting of 
the local union, held on Wednesday 
evening, June 26, a report was re- 
ceived from the members of the 
picnic committee.

240,000 Jobless Find 
Employment in 30 Days 


The department of labor reported 
that as a result of national defense 
work and seasonal gains non-agri- 
cultural jobs had increased 240,000 
between April 15 and May 15, send- 
ing the level of employment about 
1,000,000 above the same period last 
year. 

The report said there had been a 
large expansion in war materials 
industries — aircraft tripled over 
1937; 50 per cent increase in the 
engine industry. Large expansion 
in shipbuilding, machine tools, 
aluminum and explosives was also 
noted. 

Among the employment gains the 
report listed 130,000 men added to 
the payrolls of the construction in- 
dustries, public and private, in May, 
and 60,000 additional workers em- 
ployed by wholesale and retail 
stores. The textile, apparel and an- 
tomobile industries laid off about 
50,000 men, a decline of 0.6 but pay- 
rolls during the period rose 12 per 
cent. 


EMPLOYERS MUST 
FURNISH WORKERS 
WITH HARD HATS 


Employers of men who are re- 
quired to wear protective helmets 
or “hard hats” must provide them 
for the workers, according to a 
ruling of the state industrial acci- 
dent commission today. 

The ruling was made after work- 
ers on a bridge construction job at 
Scotia had complained the em- 
ployer had threatened them with 


dismissal unless they purchased 
their own “hard hats.” The com- 
mission held such hats safety de- 
vices and where their use is neces- 
sary must provide them the same 
as other safety equipment.

UNION CONTRACT 


7,000 Workers of Lorillard 
Co. Gain Wide Benefits 


A tremendous forward stride in 
the organization under the A. F. of 
L, banner of all workers in the 
cigarette industry was achieved 
with the signing of union contracts 
with the P. Lorillard company, 
makers of “Old Golds” and other 
tobacco products. 


More than 7,000 workers are cov- 
ered in the contracts, the first union 
agreement ever negotiated with 
this company. Its plants in Jersey 
City, Richmond and Louisville are 
all included, 


Wide benefits were gained by 
the workers under the new con- 
tracts. Outstanding are provisions 
for a 40-hour week, a flat 5 per 
cent wage increase, a week’s an- 
nual vacation with pay, the grant- 
ing of seniority rights, union recog- 
nition and adjustment of shop dis- 
putes. 


The unions which already have 
signed contracts with the P. Loril- 
lard company are the _ tobacco 
workers’ international union, cigar 
makers’ international union and 
the international association of ma- 
chinists. Federal Labor Union 19897 
is expected to sign a contract in a 
few days for its members, the 
warehousemen, 

All unions are covered in a single 
master agreement covering general 
conditions of employment, while 
wage rates are fixed in separate 
contracts with each union. 

Francis P. Fenton, national direc- 
tor of organization for the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, who 
played an active role in the con- 
tract negotiations, was jubilant at 
the successful outcome. He said. 

“Nothing can stop us now from 
organizing the entire American 
cigarette and tobacco industry. We 
already have organized some of the 
largest plants in the country. The 
addition of the P. Lorillard com- 
pany is a great achievement for 
the A. F, of L. unions and will spur 
the drive for complete unioniza- 
tion of the industry.”
